12.— Evacuation of eastern 
Thrace by Greek civilians, as provided by the Mudania armis­ 
tice, was under way today. 
The first little bands of Hellenic nationalists, realizing 
that it is useless to wait until Saturday midnight, when the 
terms of the armistice actually go into effect, were moving 
their belongings wit of the last province. 
The Greeks have two weeks to leave the territory they 
were awarded at the end of the World War and lost because 
of the stinging defeat of their armies at the hands of Muttapha 
Kemal s Turkish nationalists. 
On the heels of the Greeks, the allies will enter and then 
turn Thrace over to 8 0 0 0 members of the Turkish gen­ 
darmerie. 
It was believed here that the place and date for the 
permanent peace parley would be announced by the parties 
to the armistice soon. 
After this conference is held there 
will probably be a meeting of the League of Nations and 
steps will be taken for the guarantee of the internationaliza­ 
tion of the straits of the Dardanelles.

The eye is the m ost delicate motor appa­ 
ratus of the human body, and yet its m uscles

W hen Nature rolled up her cosm ic sleeves 
and made human eyes, 
she 
designed 
the 
m echanism and arranged Its delicate adjustm ents for the re­ 
quirements of prim itive outdoor life. 
That kind of life pre­ 
vailed on the planet for so many thousands of years that the 
abrupt modern m igration of the m ajority of the race to desks 
and work-benches has Imposed close-range tasks upon eyes 
for which they are neither built nor adapted. 
Conditions of 
life have undergone great upheavals, but the eye has rem ain­ 
ed essentially unchanged. 
To adapt the eye to the strange 
new requirem ents causes strain which, although unfelt, often 
ends in poor vision and poor health. 
Optical science has la­ 
bored unrem ittingly to provide help in this modern em ergenoy.

First, let us call attention to this tact: 
Fourteen 
out of the thirty proposals that are to appear on thq 
ballot are proposal constitutional amendments which, 
under the constitution of the state, would have been 
submitted to the vote of the people even in the years 
before the initiative and referendum laws were passed 
in this state. 
Two out of the thirty proposals are 
bonding acts, and these, too, would have been sub­ 
mitted to a vote under the old regime. 
Thus, the initiative and referendum laws of this 
state are responsible for less than fifty per cent of 
the proposals to be voted upon in California next 
month. 
L*t us examine, for a few minute;, the fourteen 
measures that have been placed on die ballot purely 
as a result of the initiative and referendum rights 
given the people of this state. 
Eight of the initiative measures are proposed con­ 
stitutional amendments. 
At least four of the eight 
are the direct proposals of the very interests of the 
state that overlook no opportunity to belittle the ini­ 
tiative and referendum. 
One of these, however, is a 
measure aimed to scuttle the initiative so far as taxa­ 
tion measures are concerned. 
Two of the others, 
however, are measures put on the ballot through the 
public service corporations of the state for the pur­ 
pose of making it necessary that municipally-owned 
public service plants and systems be taxed for state 
purposes and be controlled by the State Railroad 
commission just as private public service corporations 
are taxed and controlled. 
There are but three referendum 
bills. 
These 
measures were passed by the legislature, and signed 
by the governor. By petition they are referred to the 
people for a vote. 
One of these measures 
is 
the 
Wright Enforcement act; another, the so-callcd shin­ 
gle act, under which it is proposed to compel roofs 
of buildings to be made from shingles or other mate­ 
rials especially treated to make them more nearly fire­ 
proof than they might be if not controlled by this 
act; the third is the measure known as the Sample 
bill, or the lawyer’s act, meant to confine the prac­ 
tice of law to qualified men, and to prevent trust 
banks from practicing law. 
Three initiative bills are on the ballot. 
They are 
the chiropractic bill, under which it is proposed to 
establish a state board of chiropractic examiners, the 
osteopathic bill, for a state board of osteopathic ex­ 
aminers, and the anti-vivisection bill. 
There is nothing very obscure about any of these 
six measures. 
Most of us have very pronounced 
opinions concerning them, more 
particularly 
con­ 
cerning 
them, 
more 
particularly concerning the 
Wright a ct 
By election time, the ordinary voter will 
know as much concerning them as would the ordi­ 
nary legislator, were the questions submitted at Sac­ 
ramento instead of all over California. 
There are advantages, of course, in having legisla­ 
tion presented to a legislature that are not possible 
in having them presented to the people by initiative 
petition. 
There are disadvantages, too. 
At the 
legislature, the weak points of a bill may be made 
an^ *8*in, strong points may be made weak. 
The greatest value that has come out of the ini- 
^ 
referendum in California has been edu­ 
cational. 
Thousands of persons give thought to leg­ 
islation where fifteen years ago there were merely 
scores who did so. 
That in itself is an achievement 
worth while in America, or any other land. 
And in the main, the measures that have gone into 
the statutes through the initiative have been more 
useful and more desirable than the average measure 
that has gone into the same books through legislative 


In closing this editorial, let it be pointed out that 
the initiative and referendum are strong in the minds 
of the voters of California today than they ever were 
The signal defeat of the proposal to "v, ng" the ini­ 
tiative two years ago showed this to Ft true. 
The 
initiative and referendum are evidently with us to 
stay, and, as shown by this analysis of tnt measures 
on the ballot this fall, they are responsible for only 
a portion of die confusion that a vote 
may fee 
when he sees the lengthy ballot that will Le handed 
him at the polls in November.

The present national convention of the American 
Bankers’ association bids fair to become epochal in 
that influences are st work, to which members re 
spond heartily, to broaden the mental and spiritual 
horizon of the banker, as well as to widen the sphere 
of his usefulness. 
When Thomas W. Lamont, as 
sociate of J. Pierpont Morgan, made an Impassioned 
plea for the bankers, and Americans in general, to 
abandon their policy of isolation and to show a 
spirit of unselfishness in helping Europe and the 
rest of the world to recover from the dreadful de­ 
moralization wrought by the World War, the sug­ 
gestion was met with intense enthusiasm. 
Then came to the big convention of bankers an

minds the assembled financiers that ’’today, our 
country, the world, all human kind, are demanding 
that this cooperation be extended to wider realms;
